GENEVA (AP) - Britain’s For­ 
eign Secretary Lord Home called 
Tuesday night on the United States 
and the Soviet Union to cease sup­ 
plying arms to warring groups in 
Laos. 
His appeal, made as an inter­ 
national conference on Laos open­ 
ed here, was followed by an attack 
on U S. Vice President Lyndon 
Johnson by Chinese Communist 
Foreign Minister Chen Yi. The

BALTIMORE (AP) - Maryland 
Atty. Cion. Thomas B Finan said 
Tuesday that state referendum 
laws are being abused and should 
be made stricter. 
Finan noted that only 10.000 sig­ 
natures are necessary to force 
statewide issues to a referendum. 
“ In view of population trends, the 
10.000 signature figure is unrealis­ 
tic.” he said. 


The attorney general said he 
felt a better rule for referenda

the one used on local bills, in 
hich petitions calling for votes 
must be signed by IO per cent of 
the number of votes cast in the 
most recent election for governor. 
Four key bills passed by the 
loot General Assembly face pos­ 
sible referenda in November. 1962, 
as the result of current petition 
drives. 
These include Baltimore's mu­ 
nicipal court reform bill, the Case 
bill for the regulation of state 


savings and loan organizations, a 
bill tightening up benefits for job­ 
less workers, and the congres­ 
sional restricting bill. 
Successive petition campaigns 
could prevent each of these bills 
from becoming law June J. 
In another matter, a referendum 
appeared Tuesday to be virtually 
assured on an oyster bottom bill 
affecting Dorchester County. The 
Dorchester County Seafood Work­

The proposal of Secretary of the Treasury Doug­ 


las Dillon to change the gold law is an easy way 


out of our gold problem. 
We lack gold: therefore 


abolish gold. 
This is an easy solution to the shift 


in the balance of international settlem ents, and as 


this subject is not romantic and not easy to under­ 


stand, the great minds who turn corners on two 


wheels believe that they can solve a difficult prob­ 


lem by running away from it. 


W hat they seek to do is to rem ove all m etallic 
security of the dollar, to leave it a scrap of paper as 


valuable as the faith in trade, com m erce, econom ic 
stability m ay at any tim e be. It is often said that fiat 


money is based upon confidence in the country which 


issues it. This is econom ic bushwah, to use an accurate 


expression, because fiat money is based not on love of 


country but on the econom ics of the m om ent. 


C ongressm an A braham J. M utter of Brooklyn has 


introduced a m easure in Congress which, it is said, has 


Secretary Dillon’s support, which will shift our cur­ 
rency from having a twenty-five per cent gold support 


to tieing fiat m oney; that is, money with no gold or 
silver support w hatsoever. 


The reason that, for three decades, a world in 
revolution has accepted the A m erican dollar as the m ost 


valuable currency is that it had a gold protection while 


other moneys w ere just printed paper. Now that G reat 


Britain, West G erm any, F rance and Soviet Russia have 
obtained enough gold to set up reserves, along com es 


this proposal to knock down the value and respect­ 
ability of the A m erican dollar. 


It is expected that the rem oval of the gold reserve 
will strengthen the dollar, when actually it will destroy 


confidence in the dollar which has steadily been losing 


confidence. W hat does that m ean? 


Money possesses only such value as accept­ 


ability gives it. 
In a word. if you want to buy a 


banana, you expect to pay, let us say, one cent. 


You discover that you are tieing charged five cents. 


You pay. Then you are charged twenty-five cents 


or even a dollar. 
You reject the bananas. 
Let 


them rot. 
The reason you will not pay the high 


price tor bananas is that they seem not to bt* worth 
that much to you. 
The vendor, however, will not 
accept one or five cents for the banana because the 
money is no good. 
He doubts whether he should

The result 
of b arter is that the people at home go hungry in order 
that the nation as a whole m ay get som ething it needs. 
Soviet Russia, for instance, in the 1920’s and early 
1930's b artered butter for iron ore. The R ussian people 
w ere deprived of butter so that they m ight have iron 
ore. 
But the United States, w-here m oney w as fairly 
good, possessed both butter and iron ore. 
Tile M ulter Bill w as not prepared by C ongressm an 
M ulter who. while a fine m an. is not an econom ist and 
has never claim ed to fie one. The bill w as prepared by 
bankers and K eynesian econom ists. They ought to come 
out in the open so that we might know who seeks to 
kill our money.

P ro ­ 
fessor of Law at Loyola U niver­ 
sity School of Law in New O r­ 
leans and form erly Dean of C ath­ 
olic U niversity Law School here. 
P rofessor Brown told this co r­ 
respondent that, while “ psycholog­ 
ically" it would have been b etter 
for E ichm ann to have been tried 
by an international tribunal ra th ­ 
e r than by one country, th ere is 
no question in his mind of the 
lawful right to try Eichm ann for 
international crim es. 
Jn the event that Fidel C astro 
is forced som e day to flee C uba, 
he could be arrested and brought 
before an 
international trib u n al 
along w ith any civilians as well 
a s m ilitary men connected with 
his regim e who had any p a rt in 
the m ass killings. Many of the 
victim s w ere shot to death bv 
firing squads as a result of h e a r­ 
say evidence and without being 
given the rights of tudicial pro­ 
cess. 
The im portant point is that a 
claim 
of 
sovereign 
jurisdiction 
does not im munize any govern­ 
m ent 
official 
from 
punishm ent 
for crim es he m ay commit against 
international 
society. 
This 
is 
stressed in a book w ritten a few

“ N either the official position, at 
any tim e. of an accused, nor the 
fact that an accused acted pursu­ 
ant to order of his governm ent, or 
of a superior, shall, of itself, fie 
sufficient

individuals who have participated 
directly or indirectly in the m ass 
executions 
in Cuba—which

num ber several hundred — m ay 
som e day find them selves facing 
an international tribunal. For, as 
M essrs. Keenan and Brown w rote 
in their denunciation of “ savag­ 
ery and b arb arism " in peacetim e 
as well as w ar: 


“ If the m essage of the Tokyo

They will no longer run it the 
way they please: or even the way 
the public pleases, but the way 
Mr Minow pleases 
Iii ease they 
didn t get the m essage, he said 
“ I understand that many people 
feel that in the past licenses w ere 
often renew ed pro form a. I say 
to you now — renew al will not 
be pro form a in the future. T here 
is nothing perm anent or sacred 
about a broadcast license ” 
The age of peacetim e censorship 
is dawning. President 
Kennedy, 
who has no power to license new s­ 
papers or m agazines, addressed 
the press a few weeks earlier and 
ottered it the* pill of “ voluntary" 
e-ensorship. Count m e as one who 
thinks that John F. Kennedy is 
going to be one* of 
our 
g reat 
Presidents, but he is far from 
perfect 
and some of his ideas 
about dom estic and foreign af­ 
fairs need m aturity. 
It is. I think, ironic that I have 
kidded television so often in the 
past for being the supine slave 
of the advertising agencies, and 
now a m an nam ed Minow speaks 
and I find m yself defending tele­ 
vision.

Comos and the Dinah Shores is, 
af tim es, sickening. 
Still, there are scores of m il­ 
lions of people who like these 


shows and identify them selves with 
them . However, Mr. Minow w arn­ 
ed the broadcasters not to pan­ 
der to the public taste. 
“ When a renew al is set down for 
a hearing,’’ he said, “ I intend— 
w herever possible—to hold a well 
advertised public hearing right in 
the com m unity you have prom ised 
to serve.” 
The threat

m ore blunt. Mr. Minow propose* 
to appeal to the mot) to show up 
and register a protest. He will not 
ask those who are content with

his m eetings, nor would they. Peo­ 
ple who are content with anything 
never appear at a protest m eeting. 
This could be a form of legal 
lynching. In a lesser m anner, it

“ The FCC.” said Minow, “ ha*

A m ericans — 
gathered around 56,000,000 sets. I! 
you want those m onitors to I to 
your friends at court — i t s up in 
you ’ If this system w ere to be 
applied to new spapers, or any 
other form of public com m unica­ 
tion. it would m ean that everyone 
would be at the m ercy of a sm all 
cadre of m alcontents. 
Few 
will 
disagree 
with 
the 
FTC's prem ise th at television can 
be im proved, and that we need 
m ore educational 
m aterial pre­ 
sented 
in 
a d ram atic m anner. 
There is much to learn about the 
world and the people on it. It can 
be m ade interesting and com pell­ 
ing. 
Mr. Minow appears to have a 
m isconception of his duties. His 
job is to regulate and license in 
the public interest — not by his 
standards, but the 
public's. 
i>o 
far. he hasn t even been able to 
resolve who should have Channel 
IO rn M iami; two organization* 
are waiting a long tim e for one 
license. If he cannot m ake up his 
m ind in one city, how can wa
